Listed Ships “ Valueless.” 
Washington, 
Feb. 
19.—Bids 
amounting to $6,310,000 were re­ 
ceived by the shipping board for 
seven former 
German 
passenger 
ships over twenty years old that the 
board 
had listed as 
“valueless,” 
Commissioner Raymond B. Stevens, 
former vice chairman of the board, 
testified today before the senate 
committee investigating the pro­ 
posed sale of the once German lin­ 
ers. 
Mr. Stevens 
explained 
the 
board’s policy was to charge off five 
per cent a year for depreciation and 
the board therefore held the ships 
in use twenty years, or more, were 
worthless. 
As a matter of fact, he said, the 
ships referred to were easily worth 
$30,000.000. 


OETZER HURLS DEFIANCE 
AT THREATS MADE 


St. Louis, Feb. 19.—(’apt. Karl 
W. Detzer, recently acquitted by a 
general court martial at Governor’s 
Island, New York, of charges of 
abusing prisoners in France, passed 
through St. Louis today 011 his way 
to Alton, 111. 
He will return here 
today, he said, to give St. Louisans 
who have made threats an oppor­ 
tunity to “get him.” 
“While awaiting trial at Govern­ 
or’s Island,” Captain Detzer said, 
“I received more than 2,500 letters, 
several hundred of which were of 
a threatening nature, telling what 
would happen to me when the writ­ 
ers could meet me face to face. 
“Some of these were from St. 
Louis, and three St. Louis letter» 
threatened me with death in case I 
’dared’ 
to come 
here, 
saying I 
would not last two minutes after I i 
got off the train. 
So the real pur­ 
pose of my visit is to give these I. 
W. \Y. a chance to see me.” 


Don’t Preclude Advance. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—Guarantee 
against any reduction in kages be­ 
fore next September 1 is given rail­ 
road workers in the revised draft 
of the railroad organization bill re 
ported to the senate and house. 
Railroad corporations wThich are 
to regain control and operation of 
their properties March 1 are safe­ 
guarded likewise by the compro­ 
mise measure against reductions m 
rates and fares at the hands 
of 
state commissions prior to Septem­ 
ber 1, the bill providing specifically 1 
against any rate or fare reduction 
not approved 
by 
the 
Interstate 
Commerre Commission. 
The 
redrafted 
reorganization 
measure, while not probihiting ad­ 
vances either in wages or in rates 
in the opinion of the members of 
the conference committee subscrib­ 
ing to the majority report, thus will 
tend lo stabilize conditions in so 
far as the conferees deemed 
ad­ 
visable. 
Before presentation of the 
con­ 
feree’s report and the 
redrafted 
measure in the house, the section of 
the bill relative to wages was in­ 
terpreted as establishing the 
pay 
of railroad employes at the level 
effective when the properties are 
returned. 
This 
interpretation, 
which later was found to be erron­ 
eous, led to hurried 
conferences 
among railroad labor 
leaders 
in 
Washington, dispatching of 
labor 
representatives to the Capital to as­ 
certain the exact provision of the 
measure, and to the calling of a 
conference for last night of officials 
of the fourteen railroad unions, to­ 
gether with Samuel Gompers and 
Frank Morrison, president and sec- 
retay, respectively, of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor. The labor 
leaders, on learning that an 
ad­ 
vance in wages was not precluded 
between March 1 and September 1 
under the bill, generally expressed 
satisfaction

Washington. Feb. 19.—President 
Wilson’s extended illness and the 
attendant discussion as to whether 
he was incapacitated for continu­ 
ing his duties gave rise yesterday 
to two proposals in the house to 
clarify and supplement constitu­ 
tional provision 011 the subject. 
It was made clear, however, that 
neither proposal 
was 
aimed at 
President Wilson, the intent being 
to define the procedure for future 
emergencies beyond possibility of 
misconstruction. 
The first proposal 
was 
in the 
form of a resolution for a constitu­ 
tional amendment, introduced by 
Representative Fess of Ohio, chair­ 
man of the republican congression­ 
al committee, proprosing to have 
the supreme court determine the 
ability of a president to discharge 
his duties whenever authorized by 
a concurrent 
resolution 
of con­ 
gress. 
If congress was not sitting 
w hen the emergency arose, the vice 
president would he authorized to 
call a special session. 
“Unless the constitution express 
ly states that congress shall be the 
judge of the disability of the execu­ 
tive,” Fess said, “it is argued that 
it cannot safely be allowed by in­ 
ference. 
Especially would this he 
true w’here the two departments 
might belong to different political 
parties. 
“The uncertainty of the constitu­ 
tional question would strongly ar­ 
gue the wisdom if not necessity of 
an amendment pointing the way 
out of a possible embarrassment.” 
Virtually the same procedure was 
outlined in a bill introduced by Rep­ 
resentative Rogers (rep.) of Massa­ 
chusetts and referred to the judic­ 
iary committee, along with the Fess 
resolution.

follow: 
Stabilize 
farm prices, use 
more 
improved 
machinery, rearrange the farm sys­ 
tems broken up by war demands, 
build up farm organizations, secure 
better rural schools 
and 
better 
rural sanitary conditions, 
provide 
clean amusement for the 
young 
people, arouse interest in form life 
and improve living conditions 
of 
farm labor by better housing and 
more attention to recreation. 
Investigations made in December 
show that the cost of farm labor 
by the month has increased 80 per 
cent over that of 1914, day havest 
wages, 125 per cent, and day wages 
for other farm work, 100 per cent. 
The average day rate for farm lg- 
bor was $1.05 in 1914 and $2.75 in

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 19.—Socialists 
in the United States are not bolshe- 
vists, but social democrats 
Marxian school, declared 
Hillquiet, socialist leader, 
ing yerterduv at the trial 
the assembly judiciary committee 
of the five suspended socialist as­ 
semblymen charged with disloyalty. 
In connection 
with 
the charge 
that American socialists sought by 
revolution to impose the soviet sys­ 
tem on the United States, Hillquit 
asserted that to say the soviet sys­ 
tem would not lie appropriate in 
this country, so much more highly 
developed than Russia, would be 
“infantile.” 
Differentiating between the sov­ 
iet, “an institution of governm ent;’’ 
the bolshevist party, “a party, as 
the name implies,” and the third 
(Moscow) 
international, 
“at 
the 
present time very much an idea,” 
Hillquit declared American social­ 
ists had expressed sympathy with 
socialists hadxzfifl cfflc 
soviet Russia because* “ a great so­ 
cial experiment, neither perfect nor 
complete,’’ was being worked out 
there. 
They favored the bolshevist par­ 
ty because its members were di­ 
recting this experiment, he said. 
As for the Moscow international, 
which the prosecution claims calls 
for a program of civil war and vio- 
lenee( throughout the world and to 
which the socialist party of Amer­ 
ica had pledged support, Hillquit 
explained 
that 
the 
international 
was still “up in the air” with its 
program 
subject 
to modification, 
and that socialists hoped to build 
out of its beginnings an interna­ 
tional to replace the second, which 
failed them. 
While 
the socialist 
party 
of 
America has decided to be a party 
to remodeling of the third interna­ 
tional. the witness said, this stand 
is not a declaration in favor of bol­ 
shevism or the Moscow proclama­ 
tion. 
In connection with the war pro­ 
gram of the socialist party, which 
he helped to draw up, Hillquit tes­ 
tified he had bóught no Liberty 
bonds as he would not voluntarily 
support the war. 
He denied, how­ 
ever. that he had ever advised oth­ 
ers not to purchase bonds. 
He add­ 
ed that, while opposing declaration 
of war and seeking its speedy ter­ 
mination, American socialists bad 
not tried illegally to obstruct it. 
The League of Nations was in­ 
jected into the hearing when Hil- 
duitt asserted # that, although al­ 
ways advocating a “true” League 
of Xaiions, socialists opposed the 
pact adopted at Paris “by a lot of 
old diplomatic fossils, because it 
would serve only to perpetuate the 
causes of war.”

She had been instantly 
killed by a bullet wound through the 
heart, and there were marks on her 
throat where her assailant had tried 
to choke iter. 
John S. Nelson, a clerk- 
out of work, who hnd been acting as 
caretaker for one of the tenants in 
the building, was arrested. 
There was blood á>n ids coat when 
Detectives Cullen and Edwards took 
him prisoner, and they found in his 
room a revolver with one chamber 
empty hidden under a pile of shirts 
in the dresser. 
The apartment Nelson is occupying 
is directly above that of Miss Lutan. 
The police theory is that Nelson let 
himself into tlie apartment by swing-^ 
ing down from his window, and that 
Miss Lutan, returning unexpectedly, 
found him ransacking her rooms. 
The crime was discovered by James 
Wick, superintendent of the apart­ 
ment house, who was in the elevator 
when he heard screams followed by a 
shot. 
Getting out of the elevator to 
investigate he-fou nd Nelson at the 
door of the Lutan apartment. 
Nelson glibly explained that he had 
heard a shot and was trying to see 
where it had come from. 
Mr. Wick’s 
suspicions were aroused by his mnn- 
nor, ami he made Nelson cotne with 
him into tiie apartment and kept him 
there until the arrival of the police. 
Little is known at the Granddeck 
about young Nelson, and he stubborn­ 
ly 
refuses 
to make any 
statement 
about hiiuseif. 
He was employed only 
a few days ago by Rufus Gaston as 
caretaker for his apartment. 
As Mr. 
Gaston is absent from the city it can­ 
not be learned how he happened to 
give Nelson employment.
